ROME time ago we wrote in these 
column» of the advantages of a 
new treatment for tox ic goitre us­ 
ing a drug known as thiouracil. 
Readers will rememb er we stated 
at that time that in tox ic goitre 
there is an ex cessive secretion of 
thyroid ex tract b y the thyroid 
gland, which is located in the front 
part of the neck. This ex tra secre- ! 
tion produces such symptoms as 
loss of weight and strength, rapid 
heart heat, increased sweating, 
diarrhea, tremor and in some in­ 
stances (when the condition has 
b een present for some time) pro­ 
trusion of the ejes, known as ex - 1 
ophthalmus. 
Just what causes tox ic goitre has 
not as yet b een determined. The 
condition is a serious one and if 
allowed to persist, may result in ! 
permanent damage to the heart. | 
nervous system and other parts of 
the b ody. 
Until recent times, surgical re­ 
moval of mo« t of the thyroid gland 
was accepted as the b est treatment 
for tox ic goitre. In certain in­ 
stances. X ray and radium have 
b een employed, and in milder cases 
the giving of iodine, together with 
complete rest and the use of vari­ 
ous 
sedative 
or 
nerve-quieting 
drugs was somewhat successful. 
Some 
patients 
trrnted 
with 
iodine and rest do seem to improve 
to such an ex tent that operation 
is not rerpiired. In other words, the 
disease seems to just get b etter. 
On the other hand, many patient* 
treated in this way for too long a 
time suffer such ex tensive damage 
to the tissues that they succumb to 
infections or b ecome mental or 
physical wrecks. 
The thiouracil treatment now 
seems to he well estatdished. It is 
not known ex actly how the drug 
work*. However, it would appear 
prob ab le that it prevents the union 


of a sub stnnee known as tyrosine 
an amino acid which comes from 
protein foods, and iodine, which is 
necessary in the formation of thy­ 
rox in. Previously we have told our 
readers that thyrox in is the active 
sub stance in the secretion formed 
b y the thyroid gland under normal 
conditions. 
Doctor Adolph 
M. Nussey of 
Birmingham, England, reports the 
results in the treatment of twenty- 
seven patients with 
tox ic goitre, 
using thiouracil. The treatment 
was carried out for periods vary­ 
ing from three weeks 
to twelve 
months. Good results were 
ob - 
tainc<l in all instances hut one, 
and » n this patient the disease ha» l 
b een 
present for years b efore 
treatment with the thiouracil was 
starte« !. 
Doctor Nussey thinks that all 
patients suffering from tox ic goi­ 
tre should b e treated with thiou­ 
racil. 
It is administered three 
times a day for the first three to 
five weeks, after which time the 
dose is gradually reduced, and is 
kept at the lowest possib le level to 
maintain the patient’s well-b eing. 
If the patient does not respond 
quickly to the treatment, the dose 
of thiouracil should not b e in­ 
creased b eyond a safe limit. The 
patient must he kept under the 
constant supervision of the physi­ 
cian so that any reactions which 
develop may b e noted promptly, 
and the dose of the preparation re­ 
duced. 
It is Doctor Nussev’s opinion 
that treatment with thiouracil is 
much safer than operation and 
that perhaps treatment with this 
drug 
may 
completely 
supplant 
operation as the method of choice 
in the treatment of many cases of 
tox ic goitre. •
